PITCHED BATTLE WITH BANK ROBBERS. 


Washburn, III., Citizens Hespond to a 
Burglar Alarm—Cracksmen Are 
Surrounded—Twe Are Shot. 


Lacon, III., May 7.—[{Special.J—The little 
Town of Washburn, Woodford County, was 
the scene of a raid by bank robbers on 
Wednesday, night, and as a resuk one of the 
three desperadoes is in the county jail at 
Metamora severely though not seriously 
shot in the neck and back. 

The cracksmen entered the town from the 
south, stealing a team and carriage of Ar- 
thur Hoover and tying it up on the south- 
west outskirts of the town. The private 
banking house of Ireland & Son was entered 
by a back window and the eracksmen at 
once began work to open the vault, but the 
moment they got inside the building the 
burglar alarm started a gong ringing in the 
house of the junior: member of the firm, 
Charles Ireland, and he armed himself im- 
mediately’ and started out to raise a posse. 
He gathered a dozen men and surrounded 
the bank, arriving there in time to hear the 
first explosion the robbers made on the vault 
door. 

This explosion blew out the tumbler to the 
lock only, and while the men were making 
ready for another blast the posse made a 
noise and the three ‘men dashed out the 
back door, to be met by a volley of shot and 
bullets. They stood the first crowd off with 
a volley from their revolvers, but as they 
turned the corner of the bank another squad 
fired into them, and one robber fell with 
nineteen large shot in his back and neck. 

The other two men got away, although the 
trail of blood showed that one of them was 
wounded. ! 

These two men drove to Low Point, where 
they left the team in an exhausted condition 
and took to the timber along the Illinois 
River. 

The ckntured robber is a man about 35 
years of age, 5.feet 11 inches in height, black 
mustache, hazel eyes, well dressed, wore 
diamond cuff and collar buttons, gold watch 
and chain, and had 88 cents in money. 

He says his name is Bill Wilson. Further 
than this he will not speak. 

Wilson when he fell shoved his revolver 
under the sidewalk and begged his captors 
not to kill him. He bled very freely, and 
was taken to the Town Hall,’ where his 
wounds were dressed, and kept there under 
guard until 3 o’clock, when Deputy Sheriff 
Robinson took him to Metamora and placed. 
him in the county jail. 

He refuses to talk about the matter, and 
is evidently an experienced hand at the bus!- 
ness.

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IRONWORKERS’ STRIKE CALLED OFF. 


Representatives of the Union and the 
Companies Interested Come to a 
Satisfactory Agreement. 


The clang of tron and the swish of sledge 
on red hot bolts will be heard again this 


morning on the union loop, on the North- 


western “LL,” and the Great Northern 
Hotel Annex. The bridge and structural 
iron workers’ strike is settled. All parties 
concerned are satisfied. 

The men go back to work for 41M cents an 
hour and double time for overtime. The 
union struck for 45 cents. The scale rate 
was 37% cents, 

Last evening in the office of George A. 
Fuller in the Rookery the Arbitration com- 
mittee of the Bridge and Structural Iron 
Workers’ Union, President Robert A. 
Grimes of the Elmira Bridge company, Man- 
ager Block of the Fuller company, which 
is building the Great Northern Annex; Con- 
tractor Kelly of Kelly & Atkinson, now con- 
structing the Wabash avenue branch of 
the loop, met and agreed to the foregoing 
terms. 

The difference between the agreement 
made and the one refused by the union on 
Wednesday night is simply in the allowing 
of double time instead of time and a half 
for overtime. 

When the men on the day shift left work at 
the Bridgeport iron works last evening a 
hooting crowd of 200 men stood across the 
way and tried to make things unpleasant 
for the few workers in the fireme *n’s and pig- 
iron wheeler’s departments who ventured 
out. Most of the men who have taken the 
places of the strikers now sleep and eat in 
the works. There isa force of ten policemen 
on duty in the vicinity of the mill. The man- 
agement still professes to ridicule the strike. 
There is conviction the strike is going to 
spread. a 

All the cases in which eighteen cigar deal- 
ers and manufacturers were charged with 
counterfeiting the union label of the’Cigar- 
makers’ International Union of America 
were yesterday continued for a week.

Almust at the exact time when the body 
of Holmes was being cut down from the 
scaffold one of Uncle Sam's gray-coated 
carriers rang the prison bell.

adelphia. It was refused, and the carrier 
in duty bound asked the reason, that he 
might make official report.

* Holmes’ base of operatiohs then changed 
to Terre Haute, Ind., where he committed 
other forgeries in connection with Benjamin | 
F. Pitzel, who was later a victim of the un- 
scrupulous plotter. Pitzel was arrested for 
the forgeries, but Holmes gave straw ball 
for his partner and the two men absconded. 

In the Centennial year Holmes again drift- 
ed back to Chicago. He located in Engle- 
wood. Here he built the now famous 
Holmes castle,“ which from céllar to gar- 
ret was designed for the commission of 
crime. It had hidden doors, concealed stair- 
cases, secret rooms, traps, shafts, and the 
necessary paraphernalia for the disposal of 
bodies. He planned the building and super- 
intended its erection. 

It seems the fiend deliberately planned the 
enterprise as a World's Fair scheme, and in- 
tended to make the most of the Fair and the 
vast number of people it brought to the 
city by seeking out victims and making as 
much out of them as possible. 

Here, at any rate, men, women, and chil- 
dren were done to their death. How many 
no one knows. If one is to put credence in 
his statement he made twenty-seven peo- 
ple his victims, and many, if not most, of 
them met their death at the famous“ cas- 
tle.“ — 
Holmes’ specialty was to swindle insur- 
ance companies. The murder of Pitzel was 
committed with this end in view, and ultl- 
mately led to the convictfon of the man for 
murder. 

The story properly begins in Philadelphia 
in the latter part of August. 1894, in a house 
in Callowhill street, Detween Thirteenth and

Scenes in the Death Cell. 

From the death cell floated the voices of 
the priests as they intoned the psalm for the 
déad. Then the harmonious service song 
was drowned by the shuffling of feet on the 
asphalt floor and the death march to the 
gallows had begun. Sheriff Clement walked 
in front with bared head and a face as awed 
and troubled as if he were going to his own 
execution. Then followed Supt. Perkins, 
the official head of the prison, and in the 
third place Holmes, who walked even rapid- 
ly, glancing with quick eyes along the cor- 
ridor, taking in the crowd of horror-stricken 
men and the rope hanging from the cross- 
bar with the noose looped over one of the 
supports. 

He had seen death too often to be afraid 
of it. Apparently he was entirely under 
control, although there was nothing of the 
bravo about him and no attempt to make a 
theatrical display.

I think the fact that he is more vigor- 
ous than Gladstone and older, and more 
vigorous than Bismarck and older, is due 
to the elixir of natural life which is in the 
protective principle, which has entered and 
nourished his brain. 


What a Protective Policy Has Done. 

Now, that policy not only enabled us to 
save this Uniom but it enabled us to meet 
an annual obligation in the way of taxation 
pretty near twice as great as we can't meet 
now. It engbled 30,000,000 of people, of 
whom 4,000,000 were slaves and a burden 
upon the government, to meet all require- 
ments of the Nation, to meet the interest on 
the national debt, to pay off hundreds of 
thousands in a year. Seventy millions of 
people thirty years afterward have to bor- 
row money to run their business. Under 
that principle this republic ef ours has grown 
until now the sturdy azure blue is full of 
stars of new and prosperous Common- 
wealths; it has ribbed the continent with 
bars of steel; it has formed a network of 
wires, making that quick communication of 
ideas which make one great patriotic people. 

It has dotted the land with institutions 
of learning and has pushed forward every 
humanitarian, sociological, and artistic en- 
deavor which lifts people toa higher plane of 
ling, than which no people were ever lifted 
in the history of the world. The height of 
his greatest prosperity, the height of the 
pride of republic, the height of the employ- 
ment of capital, the height of conditions 
Where every laborer found work if he 


wanted it, a height where wages were great- 


er than ever before; and this height—when 
all those conditions which exist and which 
make happy homes and a prosperous peo- 
ple—was in the last year of the administra- 
tion of President Harrison. 

Let us have a little plain speaking with 
each other. I have just traversed 8,000 
miles of this country. I1 have been through 
every one of the so-called silver States. I 
have met their people at every station and 
talked with them upon these issues of life 
and death to them in a new country; and 
everywhere the statement was: ‘We are 
for free silver, and for free silver at the ra- 
tio of 16 to 1,’ but no matter what currency 
we have, unless for our mines and our farms, 
and our droves and our sheep we have pro- 
tection, we can't live. 

Now, for a declaration in favor of that 
currency which comes to the laborer, the 
best money of that currency which removes 
the doubt from our national credit and dis- 
turbance to our industrial relations! With 
that declaration we lose no silver State, be- 
cause they know if they defeat the Repub- 
lican party they can’t get the protection 
which is the breath of their life. [Prolonged 
applause. ]

that declaration and make it so emphatic 
that it can’t be misunderstood, then the 
great State of New York, which I know 
pretty well; Connecticut, New Jersey, my

Mr. Hubbell got himself into trouble right 
away by intimating that anything could 
come up that would prevent this particular 
convention from instructing a dozen men, 
The convention called him down, and Sena- 
tor Farr expressed surprise to learn there 
was a man in the gathering who entertaintd 
the slightest doubt about what would be 
done. His motion went through with 4 
whoop. 

The message, however, was not sent until 
the convention completed its work. 


GEN. ALGER HEADS DELEGATION, 


Three Delegates-at-Large Are Named 
Unanimously by Acclamation. 

Oratory on the nominations was by reso- 
lution limited to five-minute talks, and 
Charles Flower of Detroit led in an eloquent 
little speech by placing the name of Gen, 
Russell A Alger before the convention as 
the first to be chosen. 

Gen. Alger’s nomination proved to be a 
popular one. He had no opposition, and was 
elected by acclamation. He will lead the 
delegation and be its spokesman at St. Louis. 
In quick succession and also by acclamation 

homas J. O’Brien of Grand Rapids and 

n Duncan were selected as two of his 
associates. They were eloquently present- 
ed by Congressman William A. Smith and 
Jay Hubbell respectively. The friends of 
Mr. Duncan were not quite so fortunate as 
those of O’Brien, for he was at first opposed 
by a good-sized element that wanted Perry 
Hannah of Traverse City chosen for the 
‘third place.

Two REPORTS ON RESOLUTIONS. 


Difference of Opinion Is Reported as to 
the Financial Plank. 

The report of the Resolutions commit- 
tee stirred up a hot fight. The majority re- 
port was presented by Gen. Byron M. 
Cutcheon of Grand Rapids, who, in ex- 
planation, stated that the only difference 
of opinion was over the financial plank, and 
on that point it stood 10 in favor d 2 
against the majority plank. The report in 
full was as follows: 

‘The majority report asserts unswerving 
fidelity to the protection tariff principle and 
insists on the repeal of the present unwise, 
un-American tariff act.” It demands a re- 
emactment of the McKinley law, with what- 
ever modifications present conditions may 
require, and commends the principle of reci- 
procity. It also declares for a revival of 
protection to shipowners to encourage car- 
rying goods in American bottoms and ex- 
presses sympathy with the Cuban insurgents 
n their struggle for liberty. 


The national delegates are instructed: 


To use all honorable means to secure the 


nomination of William McKinley so long 
aß his name shall be before the convention.”’ 

‘The financial plank was as follows: 

We are unyielding and uncompromising 
in.our demands for sound and honest money. 
We are in favor of the use of gold and silver 
and paper dollars in our currency, all to be 
maintained at a parity as to their purchas- 
ing and debt-paying power. We are opposed 
to any provision that will invite depreciation 
of any portion of our currency, and there- 
foré we are opposed to the free and unlim- 
ited coinage of silver by this country alone 
under present conditions, and we believe 
that such a course would destroy the parity 
of and contract the currency.” 

Gen. Cutcheon had no sooner read the 
resolutions than State Senator Samuel W. 
Hopkins of Mount Pleasant jumped to his 
feet,and stated that he had a minoritfa plank 
gn the financial question. The plank read 
as follows: 

The American people from tradition and 
interest favor bimetallism, and the Repub- 
lican party demands the use of both gold and 
silver as standard money, and demands that 

ll dollars, whether of gold, silver, or paper, 

hall be of full legal tender, possessing full 
and equal purchasing and debt-paying pow- 
er, thereby having a parity of value, and to 
that end we demand a purely. American sys- 
tem of money, based upon gold and silver, 
without advantage to either at the mints of 
this government. We demand that all paper 
money issued by the government shall be re- 
fieemable in gold or silver at the option of the 
government. 

We are opposed to the retiring of the 
greenbacks, the money of the people, the sa- 
bed of the Union, the money favored by Lin- 
coln. 

We are opposed to the issuing of interest- 
bearing bonds in times of peace, and we con- 
demn the policy of Grover Cleveland and 
John G. Carlisle in contracting the sale of 
government bonds, thereby taxing the people 
to benefit a foreign syndicate $10,000,000— 
t profits accruing to it—at the expense of 
the people.“ 


EIGHT OVER THE MONEY PLANK. 


Financial Declaration of the Minne- 
apolis Convention Is Substituted. 

Senator Hopkins in a ringing five-minute 
‘speech declared the Minneapolis declaration 

was still good enough for the Republicans in 
his section of the State, and that if, as 
Chauncey Depew had said, the great States 
of New York, New Jersey, and Connecti- 
cut would leave the Republican party unless 
it declared in favor of sound money he was 
willing to let them get out, for their places 
would be well taken by other States.

Simon P. Sheerin of Indiana, Secretary of 
the Democratic National committee, arrived 
here late yesterday afternoon and regis- 
tered at the Wellington Hotel, where the 
Subcommittee of Arrangements of the Na- 
tional committee meets today. 

When asked how the committee felt re- 
garding the failure of the local committee 
to meet its financial promises to the com- 
mittee Mr. Sheerin said:

We have the guaranty of men 
who are fully able to meet their obligations 
and have not felt it a matter for serious con- 
sideration thus far. The fact is, the man 
with good paper in his pocket never worries 
much,“ he added with a smile. 

We are not dealing with the subscribers 
ourselves and are leaving the collection of 
the subscriptions to the guarantors. 

J am, of course, aware that the commit- 
tee is having some difficulty in collecting the 
subscriptions, but this always happens, and 
I do not anticipate any great trouble in rais- 
ing the necessary amount. We have not 
been disposed to push the local committee 
for funds, as we have not needed them par- 
ticularly. But of course the time is near at 
hand when we will need them. * 

“I don’t think the proposition of taking 
the convention to some other city in case 
the funds promised are not promptly forth- 
coming has been considered at all. Certain- 
ly not seriously, for I think the committee 
has never doubted that every cent of the 
money promised would be forthcoming when 
there was a pressing need for it. 

I know nothing of Mr. Harrity’s report- 
ed letter, and it may, perhaps, be as well 
for me to say that I am only speaking for 
myself. I hardly think that Mr. Harrity is 
much worried over the situation. 

Everthing looks bright for a success- 
ful convention. I have just been talking 
with Col. Martin, the Sergeant-at-Arms, 
who was out at the Coliseum today, and ex- 
amined it thoroughly. He says good 
progress is being made in the work, and the 
building will be surely completed in time, 
and ;will be all that was expected.

ANTI-M’KINLEY MEN TO BE ABSENT. 


This Will Prevent a Clash in Central 
Committee Meeting. 

One thing only will prevent a clash be- 
tween the McKinley and anti-McKinley men 
in the Republican State Central committee 
at its meeting in Chicago next Tuesday. 
There will be no anti-McKinley men on the 
committee. The results in Indiana and Mich- 
igan, where the State conventions instructed 
for the Ohio candidate, have convinced the 
shrewd leaders of the party organization in 
Illinois that the Presidential nominee has 
practically been selected already. They will 
accept the foreshadowed result cheerfully 
and the State committeemen will all be 
McKinley men. i 

That does not mean, however, that there 
will be no fight. The men who engineered 
the successful campaign for instructions in 
the State convention propose to make a hard 
fight to secure control of the State commit- 
tee, while those who fought against instruc- 
tions and lost are as determined to retain 
the advantage which control of the party 
organization gives them. They are appar- 
ently in the happy position of having enough 
votes to carry out their intentions. 

It the State committeemen were elected by 

the district conventions instead of by the 
delegates from each district to the State 
convention the original McKinleyites would 
probably have an easy majority. But as it 
is they do not seem to have much excuse for 
making a fight. They are making one, how- 
ever, and Dr. Wilcox of Champaign is their 
choice for Chairman. 

The State machine is embarrassed by hav- 
ing two good candidates in Charles P. Hitch 
of Edgar County and Charles S. Rannells of 
Morgan. Both are strong friends of Capt. 
Tanner and Senator Cullom and either could 
be elected against any other man. 

City Clerk J. R. B. Van Cleave is slated for 
Secretary of the State committee, the only 
obstacle at present being the objection of 
John M. Smyth, who is to manage the Re- 
publican campaign in Cook County, to lose 
Van Cleave's services as Secretary of the 
County committee, 

Chairman Jamieson considers the fight 
over, and expressed no surprise or dissatis- 
faction at the news from Indianapolis and 
Detroit. W. J. Calhoun of Danville, who 
was in the eit, yesterday, was also smiling- 
ly and serenely sure that the first ballot at 
St. Louts will settle the question. One result 
of the conventions in Indiana and Michigan 
will be that earnest efforts will be made to 
fix up the fight in the Fourth District and

It Speaks for Sound Money and Con- 
demns Government Banking. 
Trenton, N. J., May 7.—The New Jersey 
State Democratic convention, after a hard 
struggle, today elected the four slated candi- 
dates for delegates-at-large to the national 

convention at Chicago as follows: 

United States Senator James Smith Jr. of 
Essex County, ex-United States Senator 
Rufus Blodgett of Monmouth, ex-State 
Chairman Allan L. McDermott of Hudson, 
and ex-Judge Albert Tallman of Gloucester. 
The clection of sixteen district delegates 
was also ratified. 

The platform opens with a declaration 
upon the currency question as follows: 

“We are in favor of a firm, unvarying 
maintenance of the present gold standard. 
We are opposed to the free coinage of silver 
at any ratio and tothe compulsory purchase 
of silver bullion by the government. 

„We believe that the interests of the peo- 
ple demand that the earnings of trade, agri- 
culture, manufacture, and commerce, and 
especially the wages of labor,. should be 
paid in money of the greatest intrinsic value 
and of the highest standard adopted by the 
civilized nations of the world. We are, 
therefore, unalterably opposed to all de- 
vices and schemes for the debasement of our 


currency. 

We af that the Federal Govern- 
ment should be divorced from the business 
of banking; we therefore demand the re- 


peal of all laws authorizing the issue or re- 


issue of legal tender or Treasury notes by 
the government; they should form no part 
of the currency of the people. We favor the 
enactment by Congress of such legislation 
as will insure a banking currency ample 
in volume for all the needs of business, ab- 
solutely secure in every contingency, and at 
all times redeemable in gold.

r of the Committee on Eligibility 
proposed to allow the women delegates to 
keep their seats on the understanding that 
it should not establish a precedent, and to 
resubmit to the annual conferences during 
the next four years a constitutional amend- 


ment similar to that which lately barely’ 


failed of adoption. It is further provided in 
the report that the action of this General 
Conference should be without any prejudice 
to the rights of any women delegates to 
any future conference under the constitu- 
tion as such General Conference may con- 


strue or interpret it. 

The Rev. Dr. Kynett promptly moved the 
adoption of the report, and said that by the 
proposed adjustment of the proposition 
neither side would be obliged to surrender. 
Dr. Kynett wanted it distinctly understood 
that the members of the majority part of 
the committee had not surrendered their 
position. By the adoption of the report, 
said the speaker, the women would be al- 
lowed to remain in their seats with the un- 
derstanding that their seats were chal- 
lenged. The committee expressed great re- 
gret that the women delegates had been 
asked to retire from the conference. 

Dr. Kynett’s statement precipitated a two 
hours’ discussion, which was started by 
the Rev. J. B. Graw, a member of the com- 
mittee, but who refused to sign its report. 
He said: “In the interests of harmony and 
because I love the church I am willing to ac- 
cept every part of that report, except that 
part which proposes to waive the challenge 
and admit these women.” 

The Rev. Dr. Warren of New England pre- 
sented a substitute for the report of the 
Committee on Eligibility. It provides that 
women duly qualified may be chosen as lay 
delegates by an electoral conference, the 
male members of which, without debate, by 
a majority report, declare that women are 
eligible, provided that in no case more than 
one-half of the delegation or reserve dele- 
gation shall be women. The substitute fur- 
ther declared that the conference deemed it 
unwise under-the circumstances to interfere 
in any way with the status of the women 
who have been elected in good faith by their 
constituents. 

After a long debate the previous question 
was ordered. Permission, however, was 
given the Rev. Dr. Buckley to make the 
last speech on compromise before the vote 
was taken. The Rev. Dr. Buckley said: 
% The situation iscritical. Unless this mat- 
ter is dompromised a long trail of bitter feel- 
ing will be left behind. I know that the 
women have a majority of this body and 
the church, but at the same time they will 
never get my help to get in. I will vote for 
this compromise because it leaves the ques- 
‘tion open for future settlement by constitu- 
tional means. We have not given the wom- 
en the right to come in; they are already 
in. The compromise simply refuses to put 
them out, but leaves them in with a seat 
that is challenged.” 

The vote was then ordered, and it was in 
favor of sending the question back to the 
conferences by a vote of 425 to 98. 

It is claimed the women by their volun- 
tary withdrawal have relinquished their 

ghts. Bishop Andrews is of the opinion 
that they are out. Speaking of the com- 
munication Bishop Andrews said: “It is 
probable that no action will be taken by the 
conference on the communication, as the 
conference it not a body which has any con- 
trol over them. They occupied seats and re- 

Unquished them. In my judgment they are 
no more members of the conference than 
any other outsiders.” 

The Rev. 8. L. Baldwin of New Jersey 
read a letter from Miss Lydia A. Trimble, 
written on the day she arrived in Cleveland, 
saying that she could not withdraw from 
the conference, in justice to her constitu- 
ents of the Foo Chow district, until the con- 
ference had decided that she was not eligi- 
ble. Dr. Baldwin said that Miss Trimble 
desired him to say that since the conference 
he had held that her seat was in dispute 
she must respectfully withdraw. 

The Committee on Elections made a report 
on the order of elections, providing that two- 
thirds majority was necessary to elect Bish- 
ops and other officers. 

The Rev. Dr. Chaffey moved to amend 
and have pluralities be the necessity. He 
said that a two-thirds majority placed a 
premium on combinations. 

The report of the committee was adopted 
and the conference adjourned. 

The Committee on Missions on Thursday 
afternoon took action on the petition pre- 
sented from the conferences of North Ger- 
many and South Germany that they be 
taken into the Methodist Episcopal Church.

CHARGES BOUDLE IS KING 


GOV. ALTGELD GIVES HIS VIEWS ON 
DEMOCRATIC PRIMARIES. 


= 


Thinks the People of Chicago Over- 
whelmingly Opposed to Single Gold 
Standard—A Few Great Men With- 
out Constituents Seek to Run Things 
Their Own Way—The Popular Slo- 
gan—The Part Taken by Ex-Mayor 
John P. Hopkins. 


Springfield, III., May 7.—[Special.]—Gov. 
Altgeld returned from Chicago this after- 
noon, and tonight gave out a statement of 
his views on the coming Democratic pri- 
maries in Chicago. 

“The people of Chicago are overwhelm- 
ingly opposed to the single gold standard,“ 
said he, and the whole bond-jobbing pol- 
icy of the Federal administration, and will 
send practically a solid delegation to the 
State convention in favor of the restora- 
tion of the free coinage of silver. There are 
a few men, mostly adherents of or office- 
holders under the Federal administration, 
and some wf the corporations’ hired men, 
who, acting under instructions from Wash- 
ington and New York, are trying to secure 
a delegation to the national convention that 
shall misrepresent the people of this State. 
But these men are all great men who have 
ho constituency. 

The argument the managers really rely 
on is ‘ boodle.’ Several weeks ago a Chi- 
cago banker in a conference stated that they 
must win, and he alone would guarantee 
to raise $20,000 for this purpose. According 
to the boasting of some of the men in their 
employ they have since then received $50, - 
000 from New York in addition to what is 
raised at home. 

Hopkins a Tool. 


In order to handle this boodle fund ef- 
fectively the- Cleveland managers called in 
ex-Mayor John P. Hopkins and ex-Ald. Ed- 
ward Cullerton. Hopkins had until recently 
been one of the most loud-talking silver and 
anti-Cleveland men about town, but he took 
charge of their campaign. The first thing 
he tried to do was to get control of the Dem- 
ocratic County committee, consisting at 
present of about 125 men. As he had a 
small number of men to deal with he felt 
that with all the money at his command he 
could easily buy his way through and suc- 
ceed. According to reports coming more or 
less directly the price offered for committee- 
men in some cases reached 38800.“ 

Gov. Altgeld argued at length that the ac- 


tion of the County Central committee was, | 


to insure fair primaries, not to defeat them, 
and declared that the West and South would 
throw off the domination of Fastern bank- 
ers, who own the National committee, and 
declare for free silver in the national con- 
vetion, to which Illinois would send a solid 
free silver delegation. 

»The so-called Crawford law,“ said the 
Governor in conclusion, is a law on a law, 
governing primary elections, and whenever 
a political committee passes a resolution 
to hold its primaries under this law then 
the law at once applies. The committee has 
no more control over the matter. Under this 
law the regular judges and clerks of elec- 
tions appointed by the Board of Election 
Commissioners for Chicago, and who sit at 
the regular elections, hold the primaries. 


Good Provision. 


“This is an excellent provision, and the 
Democratic committee on Tuesday night 
adopted this part. But unfortunately under 
the primary law it is compulsory on the 
regular judges to‘sit at a primary election. 
Whenever they cannot, then, instead of hav- 
ing other capable and honest men appointed 
for that purpose the vacancy is to be filled 
by the bystanders at the time the polls open. 
In such a case if one faction has a crowd of 
roughs present it can put in three of its 
tools, and then the primary election be- 
comes a farce, although it is ostensibly held 
under the primary law. 

When I went to Chicago last week I 
suggested to some of the members of the 


committee that they should call the primary 


elections under the so-called Crawford law 
and avoid further controversy, but they re- 
plied that this would make a farce of the 
whole business; that in the past they had 
repeatedly heard Hopkins say that when 
he wanted to cafrS primaries against the 
will of the people he wished them held under 
the Crawford law, for when they were held 
under this law they were not watched by 
the public. All that was necessary was to 
get the regular judges to stay away. 


Assets for Future Business. 


‘* You see they practically own a majority 
of the National Democratic committee. They 
regard it as so many assets fcr future busi- 
ness purposes in making raids on the 
Treasury, and they hope through this com- 
mittee to control the organization of the cen- 
vention and in that way to unseat enough of 
the regularly elected delegates and seat a 
lot of their spurious delegates. 3

EXPLORER UNEARTHS A SCANDAL.

Berlin, May 7.—{Copyrighted, 1896, by the 
New York Journal. Eugene Wolff, the 
African explorer, has published a card 
charging the Foreign Office with bad faith 
in appointing Lieut. Werther as Chief of the 
Crane company, intrusted with the explora- 
tion of the northern parts of German East 
Africa. 

According to Mr. Wolff, Lieut. Werther 
during a previous expedition committed 
even worse crimes than did Peters. Wolff 
was delegated by natives to prosecute him, 
but desisted on the promise of the Foreign 
Office that Werther would be shelved. 

Wolff is visiting Friedrichsruhe, and Bis- 
marck, who opposed the colonial policy, is 
believed to have instigated the charges.

Capt. Weyer of the German navy has cre- 
ated an unpleasant sensation by stating in 
a lecture here that “ the greater part of our 
ships are unfit for use in war.’’

ARRANGE NEW YACHT ANCHORAGE, 


Construction ef the Retaining Wall 
Changes the Harbor. 

A party of prominent yachtsmen took a 
trip on the revenue cutter Calumet yester- 
day afternoon at the invitation of Capt. 
John Dennett, to look over the yacht anchor- 
age in the basin at the foot of Randolph 
street viaduct. They were: Commodore Ed 
Berriman, Lincoln Park Yacht club; Thomas 
Boyle, Chairman Regatta committee Colum- 
bia Yacht club; J. Sherman Root, Secretary 
Chicago Yacht club; and Harry P. Finney, 
Columbia Yacht club. 

The construction of the retaining wall for 
the new Lake-Front Park has lopped off 1,350 
fcet of the yacht anchorage, in an east and 
west line, and left the old anchorage only 
800 feet wide. As the basin is little used, ex- 
cept by the yachts, Capt. Dennett, under 
whose direction the anchorage is placed by 
his position of commander of the Calumet, 
proposed to cut off some of the steamboat 
channel, inside the breakwater, which takes 
up the space between the breakwater and 
the old anchorage. He proposed that the 
east, north, and south line, instead of run- 

from the east end of the Illinois Cen- 
tral pier at Randolph. street, should be moved 
east so that it should be in range with the 
west side of the opening of lighthouse 
slip, south to the east side of the opening in 
the breakwater at Twelfth street. 

The change would add a strip to the 
anchoring space of about 400 feet 4 width. 
The east and west line on the north boundary 
is to be off Washington street, thus giving 
the excursion steamers, which will use the 
Randolph street pier, a space fully a block 
wide to turn in. The yachts will anchor 
farther to the southward than before and the 
fleet will de more strung out as a conse- 
quence. It is also X to erect a flag - 
staff on the Columbia Yacht club's floating 
club-house, which will be moored in the 
basin at the foot of the viaduct. Each boat 
will have its private signal in the club-house 
and when her owner wishes to hail N craft 
he will have his private signal hoiste 
*Yachtsmen have been fearful they would 
suffer annoyance from the towing of dump 
scows through the basin on their way to the 
Lake-Front Park. Capt. Dennett has as- 
sured them that the tug will be compelled to 
tow the scows in the steamboat channel and 
keep well to the eastward of the anchorage. 
A buoy will be placed on each outer corner 
of the anchorage and boats under way will 
be compelled to keep outside of them.

Dropping his hands to his side he 
jerked a revolver from his pocket and said 
again: ‘Open that drawer.’ 

Miss Schell, who was standing only a 
few feet away, began screaming. The man 
who had held the revolver at my head ran 
down through the middle of the store and 
out into the street. I attempted to follow,

Jarvis A. Blume, No, 48 South Ann street, 
a nephew of Justice Blume, was on the steps 
of his home when the shooting commenced. 

“The daring feature of the thing to me.“ 
he said, was the act of one of the robbers, 
Who, n finding himself headed off by one 
of the Madison street trains, jumped upon 
the grip, and then turned and fired back- 
wards into the throng of people at the doors 
of the store.

The very best material in the Chicago

The police have fairly good descriptions of 
three of the men—theé one who did the fatal 
shooting and the hold-up in the store: one of 
the accomplices, who was masked, but who 
is thought to be well known to Chicago de- 
tectives; and the man who did the stall,“ 
or made the inquiry before the robber en- 
tered the‘store. 

The robbers had not gone 300 feet from the 
scene of the crime before Patrolman Bar- 
ron of the Desplaines Street Station was in 
pursuit. He saw the men as they started 
north from Madison, in Ann street, and fol- 
lowed them as far as ke and Carpenter 
Streets, almost a mile from the scene of the 
robbery, where they disappeared. 

Chief Badenoch Notified. 

Chief Badenoch was at home taking a bath 
when a message over his private telephone 
from the Desplaines Street Station notified 
him of the crime. He went at once to the 
scene of the robbery and did not return to 
his home until 2 o’clock this morning. 

The first information was received at the 
Desplaines Street Station at 8:46 p. m. In- 
spector Shea, who was at the City Hall, was 
notified as soon as the patrol wagon with 
half a dozen officers had gone to the scene 
of the affair. Lieut, Peter Kelly of the 
Desplaines Street Station followed the first 
patrol wagon with another wagon and sev- 
eral more officers.

HIS FAILURE ALSO CARRIES DOWN 
| SHERMAN, FLAVIN & CO. 


He Is a Largely Interested Partner 
im the Firm—Assignment Causes 
Surprise in Business Circles, Where 
It Was Not Thought Either Party 
Was Embarrassed—Due to Business 
Depression and Hard Times—Asscts 

and Liabilities. 

E. R. Brainerd, the cut stone contractor, 
made an assignment in the County Court 
yesterday afternoon to the Title Guarantee 
and Trust company. In his failure was in- 
volved the firm of Sherman, Flavin & Co., 
marblecutters, State and MTwenty-fifth 
streets, in which Mr. Brainerd was heavily 
interested. 

Mr. Brainerd’s individual assets and liabil- 
ities were estimated at $300,000 each and 
those of Sherman, Flavin & Co. at about the 
same figure. | 

The failures were a surprise in business 
circles, as it was not suspected either Mr. 


Brainerd or the firm was badly embarrassed. | 


The assignments were made late in the aft- 
ernoon and nothing was filed in the court 
showing either liabilities or assets. Will- 
lam Garnett Jr. acted as the attorney in 
both cases. 

The trust company put a custodian in 
charge of the property at State and Twenty- 
fifth streets immediately after the deed of 
assignment was filed and closed the place. 
Frank H. Sellers, the trust officer of the com- 
pany, went at once to Mr. Brainerd’s office 
in the Hartford Building and took posses- 
sion there. Mr. Brainerd had not been there 
since early in the day, and the clerks were 
greet surprised at the news Mr. Sellers 

fought, but quickly left him in control. 

was called upon only tgis morning to 
prepare for the assignments,”’ Attorney Gar- 
nett said, “and know so little about the af- 
fairs of the assignors I could hardly make a 
close estimate of the assets and liabilities. 
As a guess I would 8 they are each about 
8600, 000 in each case, but I do not give that 
as a close estimate. 

There is no cause for the failures but the 
business depression, which set in three years 
ago, and the hard times.

82 have been the sole partners since

Mr. Brainerd is the owner of marble quar- 
ries in Vermont, and is also extensively in- 
terested in quarries in this State. 

He was for a long time interested in stone 
contracts at the Joliet Penitentiary. 

He has always lived in the First Ward, his 

resent residence being the Auditorfum. He 
nas been prominent in politics, but has never 
held public.office. He is a delegate from his 
district to the Republican National conven- 
tion at St. Louis.

When she discovers the 
depth of his loyalty she overcomes her pride 
and lets her hand go with her heart.

This, 
coupled with the great length of the waits 
between the acts, filled the foyer with due 
applause had been given Mme. Bernhardt 
and her assistants at the fall of every cur- 
tain. 

** Gismonda is the only play of this en- 
gagement which ends happily. The interest 
excited by others who have appeared in 
Chicago in it and the fact that it has been 
published in book form doubtless had more 
to do with attracting the large attendance 
than this. Certainly it does not give Mme. 
Bernhardt the opportunity for displaying 
her great talents te be found in her other 
plays. Her illness during the afternoon, so 
serious that it was feared she would be una- 
ble to appear last night, was manifest only 
in the scenes where little action was required 
of her. In them she was more languid than 
her wont. But this impassiveness was 
dropped as soon as dramatic opportunity was 
given and no lack was felt. 

The part of the little Duke of Athena, ad- 
mirably done by the little Mile. Lagereau, 
gave the great French actress the chance 
so seldom afforded her to give evidence of 
deep maternal feeling. The terror and dis- 
may so admirably rendered when her little 
son is thrown into the tigers’ den showed 
this more tragically but not so tenderly as 
did the manifest love with which the child 
was treated before the accident nd When 
returned to her eager arms. It was a wel- 
come bit of human pathos so purely and 
sincerely done that a longing for more of it 
was felt almost as a necessity. 

The reception by. Gismonda of the news 
from Rome that the Holy Father will not 
release her from her vow to wed the savior 
of her little child, following upon the rejec-' 
tion of Zaccaria’s suit for her hand, gave 
place to the intense scene in which Almerio 
defies the nobles and earns his monarch’s 
praise. If the debate between Zaccaria and 
the Bishop had been characterized by too 
much raising of voices, this was the better for 
the outcry. Gismonda’s final sentence, ‘**There 
stands a man,“ with admiration for Alme- 
rio’s courage struggling through her detesta- 
tion of his lowly birth, was delightful. 

The strong scene between Almerio and his 
regal love was marred by his vociferation— 
not that greater quietness was needed to 
afford a foil to Gismonda’s expression of 
triumph when her point was gained and 
Almerio’s voluntary surrenderof his claim to 
her hand obtained; but because the gain in 
intensity would have comported better with 
the spirit of the lover’s attitude\toward his 
Queen. The dramatic climax of the play, in 
which Gismonda strikes down Zaccaria as 
he is about to murder her accepted lover, was 
powerful in its restraint and simplicity. The 
closing scene in the Church of St. Mary, 
where Almerto is accepted as Gismonda’s 
spouse after justice was done upon a would- 
be assassin, made a charming picture charm- 
ingly framed. 


AT LAW OVER A CHICAGO VIADUCT. 


West Park Board Seeks to Enjoin the 
City of Chicago. 

Mount Vernon, III., May 7.—{Special.]— 
A case has been filed in the Illinois Supreme 
Court here by the West Chicago Park Com- 
missioners against the City of Chicago and 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy railroad 
company to test the right of the City of 
Chicago to interfere with the construction by 
the Park Commissioners of a viaduct over 
the railroad company’s right of way, just 
south of Douglas Park, in Chicago, under a 
contract with the company. The Commis- 
sioners ask the court for a perpetuat injunc- 
tion restraining the city from interfering 
with the work.

LANTERN PARADE OF THE SOUTH 
SIDE CYCLING CLUB, 


Gayly Decorated Wheels Crowd the 
South Side Boulevards—Novel De- 
viee Used in Decoration—Lines of 
Wheelmen Fill Both Roadways in 
the Midway—Kennedy Fails to 
Make a Record—Entries for Road 
Race Come In Slowly. 

With flambeaux, Chinese lanterns, and bi- 
cycle lamps in variety the South Side Cy- 
cling club inaugurated its summer season 
of club runs last night. 

From a club run or lantern parade the line 
of wheelmen gained in numbers as it passed 
down Grand boulevard from the club-house 
until there were nearly 500 wheelmen in 
line by the time the Midway was reached.

One of the most con- 
spicuous devices was that of J. H. Routson, 
whose bicycle was covered with a huge Jap- 
anese umbrella, from the ribs of which were 
hung small lanterns. 


Start of Parade. 

The parade started from the club-house, 
No. 4816 Grand boulevard, at 8:30, and went 
directly to Washington Park, stopping in 
front of the pavillion, where a large crowd 
had collected. Numbers of wheelmen fell in 
line there. Passing out of the park the pa- 
rade went down the Midway to Jackson 
Park.

THREE TAKEN FROM CITY PAY-ROLL. 


Mayor Swift’s Investigation of the 
Civic Federation’s Charges Leads 
to Their Discharge. 


Harmony is fast being restored between 
the Civic Federation and the city administra- 
tion owing to the outcome of the investiga- 
tion by Mayor Swift and Commissioner 
Kent of the charges made against city em- 
ployés by the federation. Agents of the fed- 
eration kept tab on these employés, finding 
they were working for themselves while 
drawing pay from the city, or were not work- 
ing at all, or were drawing more than one 
salary for the work they did not do. 

The Civic Federation charged Mayor Swift 
with personal responsibility for these things 
and the Mayor charged the federation with 
being intermeddlers and busybodies. But 
Mayor Swift has had the charges investigat- 
ed, and as a result the following city em- 
ployés have been severed from the city pay- 
roll: 

Sam Nichols, currier at the first division 
yards of the Street Department. 

John McNamara, clerk at the same yards. 

John Richards, carpenter at the same 
yards. 

Against J. O. Bracken, foreman of these 
yards, no charges were made, but he is just 
now the object of a searching investigation 
for not having discovered how the men under 
him were conducting themselves. 

Mayor Swift was asked if he would refer 
the matter to the civil service of the Council. 

‘There may not be anything to refer,“ was 
the reply. ; 

The Civic Federation hopes the matter 
will go to that\committee, so the investiga- 
tion can be pone Fann and witnesses sum- 
moned who would not go before the Mayor. 

„No one in the Civic Federation,“ said 
Secretary R. M. Easley, holds Mayor Swift 
or Commissioner Kent responsible for the 
condition of things developed by this investi- 
gation. If the foreman chose to allow it 
there would be no means for the Mayor and 
Commissioner to know What was going on. 
They cannot watch everything personally.”

There are in round numbers 160,000 civil 
employés of the General Government in all 
branches of its service. Of these more than 
85,000 are now included in the classified civil 
service. Of the 75,000 who are outside it 
60,000 are fourth-class Postmasters. Of 
the 15,000 who are not Postmasters some are 
common laborers and others are persons oc? 
cupying confidential positions, suchas cash. 
jers in the customs, postal, and internal 
revenue service, the private secretaries of 
heads of departments, etc. | 

These figures show what wonderful prog; 
ress civil service reform has made against 
desperate, spiteful opposition. It was first 
agitated in Congress by Mr. Jenckes of 
Rhode Island in 1867. Nearly every poli: 
tician scorned or laughed at him. But 
George William Curtis, Tae Curcaco Trib 
UNE, and others took up the fight for reform 
in good earnest, and President Grant ap} 
pointed a commission, with Curtis at its head, 
which made an elaborate report in favor of 
its wide adoption by the Federal Govern+ 
ment, . | 

In 1883 Congress concluded to extend the 
operation of the system and passed a law 
for the creation of a Civil Service Commis- 
sion with considerable power. President 
Arthur promulgated the first regular body 
of ‘civil service rules, and most of the clerks 
in the departments at Washington were 
brought under and protected by them. That 
was the effective beginning of the merit 
system of selection of clerical officials ip 
this country. | | 

Since then President after President has 
added to the number of offices included ih 
the classified civil service and no backwaril 
steps have been taken. Each President has 
seen that he was benefiting the public sery- 
ice and relieving. himself and his Cabinet 
from the torturing importunities of spoils- 
men when he increased the number of clerks 
that were put out of the reach of these un- 
clean birds of prey. | 

This has not taken place without violent 
protests. Senators and Representatives, 
who saw their stock of patronage melting 
‘away, threatened to repeal the civil service 
law or to fail to make an appropriation to 
pay the expenses of the commission. State 
bosses, who wanted the patronage of cub- 
tom-houses, internal revenue offices, navy- 
yards, and large postoflices so they might 
reward their henchmen and county or ward 
delegate packers, have sworn that if that 
nonsense was not stopped the party would 
be ruined.” |

BAD PLATFORM FOR CALIFORNIA. 

The Republicans of California held their 
State convention on Wednesday, and adopt- 
ed the following financial plank “ enthusi- 
astically —with the enthusiasm of igno- 
rance or dishonesty: 

We favor the free and unlimited coinage of si- 
ver at the ratio of 16 to 1, and the making of 
silver as well as gold a legal tender in payment of 
all debts, both public and private. 

Among the delegates-at-large is Ulysses 
W hat is the son of his father 
doing on such a rotten platform as that? 
President Grant was always in favor of 
sound money and the gold standard. He 
sigued with pleasure the specie resumption 
law of 1875, by which greenbacks were re- 
deemed in gold after 1878. He vetoed the 
greenback inflation bill in 1874, notwith- 
standing the entreaties of influential men 
who snid that to do so would ruin the Re- 
publican party. Had he signed that bill 
gold resumption would have been postponed 
indefinitely and the currency would have 
depreciated down to possibly 10 or 15 cents 
on the dollar under the malign influence of 
constant inflation. 

Gen. Grant did not believe that the ad- 
vocacy of inferior money could help his 
party or the prosperity of the country. He 
was right. Had the Republicans, instead 
of legislating to raise the yalue of the green- 
backs to par, legislated to depress their 
value below what it was then they would 
have damaged their party irretrievably 
and the prosperity of the country shocking- 
ly. Gen. Grant’s son seems to think he is 
wiser than his father on the all-important 
currency question, In that he is wofully 
mistaken.

CONSIDERABLE CHEEK. 

It is reported that the merchants of St. 
Paul and Minneapolis are endeavoring to 
obtain a lowering of rail freight rates 
from New York to their cities to the level 
of those charged from New York to Chi- 
cago. They are said, in effect, to demand 
that the great distance from Chicago to the 
two cities near the Falls of St. Anthony 
shall be treated as if it did not exist, so far 
as freight rates from the seaboard are con- 
cerned. This is a bold contention, as it is 
directly in conflict with the meaning and 
intent of the inter-State commerce law, 
which is that there shall be no fayoritism 
of persons or places, but that all shall be 
charged alike in proportion to amount of

But 
in performing this duty it is presumed the 
ollicers will exercise ordinary common 
sense. 

This does not seem to have been the case 
in the arrest of this schoolgirl. The only 
object in enforcing the law is to protect the 
riders themselves as well as the public and 
by making a few examples cause a general 
observance of its provisions. It is well 
understood that there are hundreds of vio- 
lations of both provisions daily and nightly 
and that only a small percentage of the law- 
breakers are brought to account. For this 
reason it seems an invidious and unneces- 
sary distinction to single out a young school- 
girl from.the mass of violators and subject 


her to the humiliation of public arrest and 


the ride to jail ig a patrol wagon. If. it were 
pretended that all the bicycle riders who 
violate this law, even all who are caught, 
are arrested there might be more excuse 
for this incident, but as that is not the case 
the policemen would be better employed in 
dealing with the men first.

On the Ist of April the gold reserve was 
128 millions. May 1 it was 124½ mill- 
ions. May 6 it was 1214-5 millions. 
During April there was a loss of three and 
a half millions, and during the first week of 
this month two and seven-tenths millions. 
The drain is increasing as the gold ship- 
ments increase. Since April 4 nine and a 
half millions in gold have been sent abroad, 
almost six millions of which went this week. 
The steamship companies advanced slicht- 
ly the cost of shipping gold early in the 
week, but that did not seem to produce any 
effect, for yesterday’s shipments were a 
million and two-thirds. It is the opinion of 
the gold-shipping houses that the outflow 
will continue. It would be checked if there 
were any demand abroad for American 
securities. But it does not look as if there 
will be such a demand until the Presidential 
campaign has been fought out and a de- 
cisive victory has been won for honest 
money. When the foreigners see a Con- 
gress which has an anti-free silver majori- 
ty in both branches they will feel greater 
confidence in American promises to pay.

Prisoners—Four chiefs, 218 men. 

During the first four months of 1890 they 
are reported to be: 

Killed—Thirty-seven chiefs, 3,085 men. 

W ounded—Twelve chiefs, 1,618 men. 

Prisoners—Twelve chiefs, 330 men, besides 
‘thirteen chiefs and 670 men who came in and 
surrendered with their arms. 

The total number of horses taken from the 
insurgents is given as 4,667. 

These Spanish official statistics admit that 
the royal forces have lost in killed and those 
who died of wounds or disease three Gen- 
erals, twenty-nine field officers, 272 officers, 
4, men up to the end of March, 1896, 
which does not include the heavy casualties 
in April.

share, made the market value of the $11,- 
000,000 of Diamond Match stock outstand- 
ing $27,280,000. In December stock of the 
Diamond Match company sold as low as 
$115.

Match mak- 
ing in France is a government monopoly 
and for enough machines to supply the de- 
mand for matches the French Government 
pays the Diamond Match company $100,000 
down and $100,000 a year for five years; Mr. 
Barber has succeeded in causing conpider- 
able of a furor among the match makers of 
Europe. Italy is negotiating for the use of 
these machines, and as the government has 
a monopoly in Italy it can afford to buy 
‘them. Matches are ‘made by private cor- 
porations in Austria and Belgium and ex- 
perts from these countries, representing the 
manufacturers, are to return from Europe 
with Mr. Barber. | 

The Diamond Match company has erected 
a new factory in Liverpool which is being 
equipped with these machines, and néegotia- 
tions are said to be under way for a combina- 
tion between the Diamond Match company 
and Bryant & May, the largest marmufact- 
urers of matches in Great Britain. These 
are not the only countries figuring on these 
machines. Portugal, 
may use matches turned out by these ma- 
chines. A wealthy Brazilian who met Mr. 
Barber in Europe is said to have offéred to 
form a company in Rio Janeiro with a cap- 
ital of $10,000,000, of which $4,200,000 was 
to be paid in in cash, the remaining amount 
to be given the Diamond Match company for 
the use of these machines. ‘They are patent- 
ed in every country in the world (which 
grants foreign patents. | 

J. W. Doane, President of the Merchants’ 
Loan and Trust company, was one of the 
men who went to Barberton to inspect these 
machines. He said: “All of the members 
of our party were more than pleased with the 
machines, We had heard some great stories 
about them, but we had no idea of the great 
saving in cost of construction resulting from 
their use. Twelve machines were at work, 
and each machine had 7,480,000 tches 
running through it at one time, We figured 
up the capacity of the machines‘and found 
each would make, and box, and put in pack- 
ages 500 gross of boxes in ten cong | The 
machines with which the Barberton factory 
is equipped have turned out 12,500 gross in 
twenty-four hours. Some idea of the saving 
effected through the use of these machines 
may be gained when I tell you 300 girls work- 
ing with these machines will turn out as 
many matches as Bryant & May, the English 
manufacturers, will turn out with 8,000 
workmen. It has been estimated 200 of these 
machines would make the world’s Supply 
of matches.“ 

The machine makes completed matches, 
boxed, ready for shipment, automaticaily. 
Blocks of wood are fed into the machine 
of the right thickness to make the match 
required. These blocks pass under knives 
which cut them into splints, whieh are 
forced into small holes in steel plates so 
they stand in an upright position. The steel 
plates are bolted together into a continuous 
chain, which moves slowly through the ma- 
chine. As they pass over a large roller an- 
other roller, which is covered with the com- 
position which forms the head of the match, 
passes over the splints and the head is thus 
formed. 

The steel plates then travel slowly around 
a succession of large rollers while the com- 
position is drying. In one hour and forty- 
five minutes from the time the block of 
wood is fed into the machine the match is 
complete and dry and is feady for packing. 
All this time the steel plates have been 
traveling slowly around the rollers and at 
the end they are automatically forced from 
the hole in the steel plates onto a revolving 
table, which has a groove in it where the 
boxes are placed. Enough matches fall into 
a box to fill it exactly and as the table turns 
three girls who work at it fit on the box- 
tops. The filled boxes then go to another 
table, where they are received by another 
girl and put up in packages. 

The cut shows the blocks of wood being 
fed into the machine, where it is qut into 
splints, and the steel plates bringing to the 
table the completed matches, which are 
packed in boxes ready for shipment.

The constables. then went into the alley, 
and, procuring a large piece of timber, be- 
gan to batter down the door. People who 
lived in the vicinity and had heard the 
trouble of, the preceding day were on the 
alert for new developments. When the 
noise was heard the crowd began to gather. 

When the door was partially broken and 
the constables were about to gain admis- 
sion Miss Johnson horrified the spectators 
by appearing at the window of her raom

Balancing herself on the ledge of the win- 
dow, she calmly made fast the other end 
of the rope and told the crowd below she 
would jump before she would be -arrested 
by ‘constables. 

At- 
well and Policeman Sullivan of the Stanton 
Avenue Station, in response to appeals froin 
the sympathizing crowd, ran up the stair- 
way to stop the constables. As they ap- 
peared at the door of the room Charles F.

W. C. Tr. U.—Governor of Missouri 
Writes Letter to Frances E. Willard 


M. B. Cantwell of Sandwich, III., held the 
floor yesterday morning in the Equal Suf- 
frage convention in session at Harvey. 

The suffragist convention is being held in 
the First Methodist Episcopal Church. 

Mr. Cantwell is Chairman of the Execu- 
tive committee and presented the report of 
that committee. His remarks were in a line 
which produced expressions of annoyance 
on many faces and anger on others. He 
spoke of the work done by Mrs. Emma Smith 
Devoe in the cause, and severely criticised 
her methods of securing contributions from 
sympathizers throughout the country. Mr. 
Cantwell declared the local organization 
should be supported by local subscriptions 
and that the national organization. should 
not be called upon for support for local dis- 
tricts. 

“Don’t unite with any party.“ concluded 
Mr. Cantwell. ‘Set up Jay Gould as an ex- 
ample. When he was building a railroad 
through a Democratic country he was a 
Democrat. When his objective point took 
him through a Republican community he 
was the best Republican in the land.“ 

The morning session was opened by the 
reading of a paper on Literature“ by Mrs. 
B. Leach of Kinderhook, III. Under the 
head of “ Suffrage Contests Mrs. Carrie 
Ashton Johnson of Rockford spoke of the 
need of personal and individual effort. Mrs. 
Forham of Chicago spoke on “ Parlor 
Work and work among other organiza- 
tions. The speaker thought the ranks of 
the W. C. T. U. offered a promising recrulit- 
ing ground. 

At the afternoon session M. B. Castle de- 
voted a half hour to the discussion Of tracts 
and their distribution. He eulogized the 
work of society women in the cause of wom- 
an’s suffrage. Mrs. D. L. Heald of Moline 
discussed Limited Suffrage,’’ and Mrs. Ada 
H. Kepley talked on County Organizations 
and Work in Township and School Dis- 


tricts.”’ 

At the evening session Judge J. B. Brad- 
well sounded a note of warning against 
identifying the work of woman’s suffrage 
with that of any of the existent political 
parties. Mrs. Eva Munson Smith, who or- 
ganized the first Swedish suffrage movement 
in America, told of her experience in Minne- 
sota and said the vital thing which was yet 
lacking was the hearty .codperation of the 
male voters and of the press. 

The meeting will close this evening.

SAYS GORE EXACTS ILLEGAL FEES. 


Quincy Officials Want the Act of Illi- 
nois’ Auditor Investigated. 

Quincy, III., May 7.—[{Special.]—It is al- 
leged that State Auditor Gore has been col- 
lecting fees illegally from the bond interest 
fund, and a meeting of the Council Finance 
committee was held today to take steps to 
recover the money. Nothing definite was 
decided upon, but Mayor Steinbach notified 
Gov. Altgeld, Treasurer Wulff, and Auditor 
Gore that the committee would be in Spring- 
field next week to investigate the matter. 
The charge is that Auditor Gore has col- 
lected one-fourth of 1 per cent from the bond 
interest fund, which is claimed to be an 
illegal act. 


Armour’s Firemen Talk ofa Boycott. 

Kansas City, Mo., May 7.—[(Special.}—The 
striking firemen at Armour’s are still out 
and say they will await developments for a 
few days, and in case Armour holds out they 
will declare a national boycott against the 
products of the Armour packing plants. 
The strike involves the old principle of the 
eight-hour day which the packers have 
fought for ten years, and will, they say, con- 
tinue to fight. The strike of the firemen is 
simply the opening wedge. If their de- 
mands are granted it means that the pack- 
ing-houses in this city would pay out 3600, 
000 more in wages each year than they do 
now.

POOLING AGREEMENT. ; 


Joseph Leiter Is Credited with a De- 
sire to Bring About Reorganization 
That Will Leave Out Stockholders— 
Mr. Yerkes Talks of His Street Ran- 
way Properties—Loop Will Go in 
Van Buren or No Street—Moore 
Stocks Are Weak—Closing Strotig. 

Alley L reorganization is still in the 
future, but Joseph Leiter has signified to a 
member of the First Mortgage committee a 
plan acceptable to himself and to Levi Z. 
Leiter, and this is the same so far as ulti- 
mate results are concerned as the proposal 
made by the First Mortgage committee ex- 
cept that the stockholder is not taken care 
of. The Protective committee representing 
the first mortgage bondholders submitted @ 
proposition to the second section committce 
which was practically a reorganization with 
new bonds to be exchanged at the ratio of 60 
per cent of present holdings in the case of 
the second section bonds and at par in case of 
the first mortgage bonds. The ratio arrived 
at was figured on the basis of mileage rep- 
resented by the main line and the Sixty-third 
Mr. Leiter has proposed 
informally to a member of the first 
second section committee that the 
foreclosure proceedings be carried through 
to a conclusion and that a pooling 
agreement be entered into in re 
spect to future income. His plan is for the 
first section bondholders to foreclose and 
take possession of the main line of the road 
running from Congress street to Sixty-third 
street and for the second section bondhold- 
ers to foreclose and take possession of the 
Sixty-third street extension. Under the 
agreement which was to be made the income 
from traffic was to be divided on practically 
the basis proposed by the first section com- 
mittee, figuring first mortgage bonds at par 
and second section bonds at 60 per cent of 
the face value. 

Will Not Adopt First Proposal. 

All hope has been given up of a settlement 
on the proposition submitted by the First 
Mortgage Bondholders’ committee. This 
plan did not meet with the approval of Levi 
Z. Leiter, and his son, Joseph Leiter, as a 
member of the Second Section committec, 
was therefore violently opposed to its being 
adopted. He had no plan to propose in re- 
turn, and the members of the committee 
were at loggerheads. There is a provision 
in the agreement under which the extension 
bonds were deposited that action should be 
taken only on the unanimous vote of the 
members of the committee. Mr. Leiter, there- 
fore, representing $260,000 worth of bonds, 
has been able to defeat the representatives 
of $2,740,000 of. bonds, or of that portion of the 
amount named deposited with the commit- 
tee. It is needless to say this action on the 
part of Mr. Leiter has been condemned by 
all the other members of the committee, and 
by other bondholders. His proportion of the 
bonds is a comparatively small one, yet he 
has stood in the way of reorganization, and 
has, in the views of many of the bondhbdid- 
ers, allowed his personal feelings to influence 
his business judgment. It is a question how 
the plan suggested by Joseph Leiter will be 
rec¢ived by the other members of his own 
committee and by the First Section commit- 
tee. 

In the meantime the foreclosure proceed- 
ings are creeping slowly along, and it 1s 
only a questien of time when the case will 
be ready for a decree from the court. A 
member of the First Section committee said 
yesterday he had given up all hope of a 
peaceful settlement, and that members of 
the committee were prepared to obtain an 
order for foreclosure. If the matter gets 
into court, except in a friendly spirit, there 
is likely to be a hard fight between the two 
sets of bondholders. 


Mr. Yerkes Returns from New York. 


Charles T. Yerkes returned from New 
York yesterday for a few days’ stay in Chi- 
cago.

LINE POOL IS THREATENED. ° 


Association Lines Excited Over the 
Discovery That Large Contracts 
Have Been Made by Some of the 
Roads for Freight Transportation 
at Less than Tariff Rates—Meeting 
of Managers Called to Investigate 
the Matter—Heard in Washington.

This was thought to be a happy solu- 
tion of the trouble, and the roads were or- 
dered to offend no more. 

Only two weeks have elapsed since this 
action was taken, and the condition of af- 
fairs is said to be more serious now than 
before.

BEQUEST FOR A SOUL'S REPOSB, 


Legality of Such a Provision Ques- 
tioned in the Circuit Court hy 
the Heirs of Michael Casey. 


Can a man bequeath money for masses to 
be said for his soul? 

This is the question the Circuit Court has 
been called upon to answer by Mary G. 
Sladden and the Equitable Trust company. 

Michael Casey, who died in 1888, directed . 
in his will that $1,000 should be expended 
yearly for such masses, and the suit is 
brought to test the legality of the bequest. 

The Roman Catholic Church, many of 
whose members make similar provisions in 
their wills, has always maintained such be- 
quests are legal. Until recently the courts 
have decided in favor of the church.” ~ 

The customeof saying masses for the souls 
of the dead prevails wherever the Roman 
Catholic Church exists and is as long estab- 
lished as the church ftself. K 

The first decision handed down by the 
Chicago courts was rendered about fifteen 
years ago by Judge Tuley: At that time the 
will of a man who directed that several hun- 
dred dollars of his estate should be expended 
in masses was opposed by his heirs, who 
considered the expenditure useless, The 
case was fought by thé church and attracted 
much attention, as it was the first time the 
point had been raised. :

-PRESIDENT’S NEW CIVIL SERVICE 
ORDER INCLUDES THOUSANDS. 


Only 775 Classified Places Are Now Ex- 
empt from Examination, a Reduc- 
tion of Over One Thousand—Except- 
ing Heads of Departments Few Fer- 
sous Are Not Affected by the Rule 
Over Eighty-five Thousand Are 
Now Included in the System. 

Washington, D. C., May 7.—(Special.]— 
With one stroke of his pen President .Cleve- 
land has extended the scope of the civil 
service to embrace nearly 30, 000 places, thus 
leaving very little in the way of patronage 
for ensuing administrations. As a matter 
of fact, the number of classified places 
which are excepted from examination has 
been reduced from 2,100 to 775, mainly pos!- 
tions as cashiers in the customs, postal, and 
internal revenue service. Indians employed 
in minor capacities in thé Indian service are 
excepted necessarily from competitive ex- 
aminations. 

This action by the President has been con- 
templated for some time and it was done 
after a thorough discussion of the case 
with members of the United States Civil 
Bervice Commission. His order, which is 
the most important since the inauguration 
of the civil service system over ten years 
ago, takes effect immediately, for the Pres- 
ident’s signature at 11 o’clock yesterday 
morning cancelled all former orders issued 
and substituted the new rules immediately. 
This was done for the purpose of forestalling 
officials transferring -employés or in any 
other way evading the rules before being 
formally notified of them. From the mo- 
ment of the signature the new order made 
all government officials directly responsible 
to the Civil Service Commission for ap- 
pointments and changes. 

In a practical way the order of the Pres!- 
Gent. classifies all government employés be- 
low the rank of those subject to nomination 
by the President and confirmation by the 
Benate and above the grades of laborers or 
workmen, with a few exceptions. 

Adds 20,000 to the List. 

By these rules 29,390 positions will be added 
to the classified list, increasing the number 
of classified positions from 55,736 to 85,185. 
Nearly all the positions in Washington 
which have hitherto been excepted have 
been included in the competitive list and the 
only classified positions at Washington 
which will be excepted from examination 
under the new rules will be private secre- 
aries and confidential clerks not exceeding 

to the President and heads of the eight 
ex tive departments. There will be five 
divistens ot the executive civil service, as 
follows: Departmental, custom-house, post- 
office, ‘government printing, and internal 
reven In the departmental service are 
classifi all officers and employés, except 
laborers and persons who have been nom- 
inated for confirmation in the several execu- 
tive departments, the commissions, District 
of Columbia, railway mail service, Indian 
affairs, pension agencies, steamboat in- 
spectors, marine hospital service, mints and 
assay offices, revenue cutter service, sub- 
treasury, engineer departments, and the 
forces employed by custodians of public 
buildings. Only one exception is made in the 
’ Treasury Department and that is in favor of 
persons employed in the life-saving service. 


Includes Customs Officers. 


Classification in the custom-house service, 
applied to all officers and employés in aus- 
toms districts where as many as five per- 
sons are in the service, so far as the internal 
revenue service is concerned, officers and 
employés in every district are placed in the 
classified service, the only exceptions, as in 
other cases, being that of the laborers. No 
positions hereafter will be subject to non- 
gompetitive examinations except in the 
cases of Indians employed in a teaching 
ca ty in the. Indian service. 

mployés outside of the District of Colum- 
bia are classified in the departmental serv- 
ice as follows: 

Those serving in clerical capacities, 
watchmen, messengers, physicians, hospi- 
tal stewards, or nurses, or those whose 
duties are of a medical nature; draftsmen, 
civil, steam, and electrical engineers; com- 
pute firemen, superintendents of con- 
striction and repairs, or foremen in the 
Supervising Architect's office of the Treas- 
ury Department. 

In the postoflice service the classified list 
is extended to all officers and employés in 
any free delivery office, except persons em- 
ployed as laborers or workmen and those 
who have been nominated for confirmation 
by. the Senate. 

In explanation of this order it is stated | 
that this action will make the classified | 
service more completely subject to merit 
principles and take it out of politics, where 

0 large a part of the service was left to be 
filled by political influences, and when the 
men appointed possibly were active work- 

ing politicians the rest of the force tended 
to fall under political influences. 

In their circular the Civil Service Commis- 

say: 
Seven Branches of the Service. 

The first civil service rules were promul- 
gated by President Arthur in 1883. In 1888 

nt Cleveland adopted a revision of 

them, which was continued in force, with 
various succeeding amendments, until now. 
These involved a repetition for each of the 
branches of the classified service of provis- 
fons common to all. When the classified 
service was small this plan worked well, but 
now the service has grown to large propor- 
tions and there are seven branches. The 
Pfepetition now is avoided by putting the 

common provisions into general rules. 

„A large reduction is made now of the list 
of excepted places, which usually are the 
higher and more important places_in the 
classified service. This, it is asserted, will 
have a. far-reaching and beneficial result. 
The existence of any large number of ex- 
cepted places in any branch of the classified 

is a menace to and has an evil effect 
on the parts of the service subject to com- 
peti examination, and does 
nu the good effects of the exceptions. 
The lower grades will now be recruited by 
a still better class of men, who will be in- 
vited by the opportunity of promotion on 
merit.“ 1

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DENIES THE PEARY STORY 


DR. VINCENT SAYS THE LIEUTENANT 
DID NOT KILL ESTRUP. 


He Declares One of the Men at the 
Time ot the Alleged Fight Was in 
Brooklya and the Other Was Near 
Bergen—No I11-Will Between the 
Commander and His Subordinate— 
Explorer Known to Have Killed 
Himself. 


Dr. Edward Vincent of Chicago, oie) was 
with Lieut. Peary on his last trip towards 
the north pole, said yesterday there was no 
foundation for the report cabled from Lon- 
don to the effect Lieut. Peary had killeda 
companion explorer, the Norwegian, 
Eyvind Estrup, in a duel. 

It would be a difficult thing.“ said Dr. 
Vincent, “for Peary, in Brooklyn, N. Y., 
to kill Estrup at a point near Bergen. 
Estrup came back from the North with 
the rest of our party to Philadelphia. He 
staid there but a week when he sailed for 
his Norwegian home. Peary has not seen 
him since they separated this side of the 


Atlantic. 

“The feeling between Estrup and Peary 
was possibly more friendly than between 
the leader and any other of his followers. 

ist rup did not like Mrs. Peary, but was care- 
ful not to show his dislike. 

We never saw Mrs. Peary save on holl- 
days, when she ate at our table. The Pearys 
lived at one end of our house at Bowdoin 
Bay. There was a heavy partition between 
the places, and the threshold was rarely 
crossed.’ 

Statements made by Mrs. Peary after her 
return from the arctic regions led to re- 
joinders by members of the party. In an 
interview published in THe TRIBUNE at 
that time Dr. Vincent said the main party 
was allowed only enough oll to keep one 
stove running, while the Pearys had four 
in ‘constant use. He said owing to a lack of 
foresight on Peary’s part food and fuel both 
ran short, and at the end of the stay one can 
of beans was divided among fourteen peo- 
ple, and it was necessary to burn part of 
the house for fuel. 

Denied by Baldwin. 


Elwyn B. Baldwin was the meteorologist 
of the expedition. He is a member of the 
Chicago Academy of Sciences. He said yes- 
terday he had received a letter from Estrup’s 
relatives saying that while on a snowshoe 
journey in the mountains Estrup had fallen 
and cut a gash in his head. He had died 
from loss of blood before reaching a village. 

Estrup,“ said Mr. Baldwin, was not 
hot-tempered, and he had no unpleasantness 
with Peary on any ground whatever.’ 

The inside story of the Norwegian ex- 
plorer Estrup's death is one of love and dis- 
appointment, but not one implicating Lieut. 
Peary or Mrs. Peary. 

Early in January, 1896, Estrup started 
on a skid tour to the mountains near LIIIi- 
hammer in Norway. His continued ab- 
sence alarmed his friends, and a searching 
expedition was organized in Christiania. 
The relief party found his dead body near 
the mountains of Lilleevedelen and Jorken. 
It was found he had committed suicide, a 
pistol being found by his side. 

The body was brought back to Christiania, 
and through the influence of Estrup's fam- 
ily the Coroner returned a verdict that Es- 
trup died from an injury to the head while 
on a skid tour. The body was found on Jan. 
10 and the funeral was held in Christiania 
on Jan. 27. 


Story of His Love. 


About a month ago Politiken, a news- 
paper published in Copenhagen, Denmark, 
printed an article on Estrup that created a 
great sensation. In it the writer stated— 
what was before only known tothe relatives 
and to the searching expedition from Chris- 
tiania—that Estrup had committcd suicide. 

The young explorer became, it was said, 
acquainted with a Norwegian lady belonging 
to a prominent family. Estrup became her 
lover. But her family strongly opposed the 
match. 

He was requested to cease his visits, and 
brooding over this and his dark prospects for 
the future led him to commit suicide. 

Haakon Nyhuus of the Chicago Public 
Library was well acquainted with Estrup 
and his family, and in an interview stated 
that the story as to the suicide is true.“ 
H. A. Haugan of the State Bank of Chi- 
cago says not a line with reference to Mrs. 
or Lieut. Peary’s connection with Estrup's 
death has been seen in the Norwegian press. 


INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


Statements have been made from time to time 
in regard to the organization of local associations 
of underwriters engiged in the casuality business. 
So general has the movement in this direction be- 
come that it is attracting wide attention. The ob- 
ject of the associations, as indicated by the con- 
stitutions adopted, is to cojperate with the gen- 
eral association in its efforts to maintain rates, 
uniform commissions, and policy forms, and ty 
introduce better practices in general in the fleld.“ 

All complaints of violation of rules will be 
brought before the local association, and will not 
be referred to the general organization except in 
cases of appeal. It is believed the scope of the 
local associations will be gradually enlarged until 
they will have considerable to do with rate mak- 
ing, especially in the regulation of rates to_suit 
peculiar local conditions. It is also probable the 
local associations will be called upon to regulate 
the number of agents, define the scope of the 
broker, and impose other limitations for the im- 
provement of business. The New York associa- 
tion, which ms to be the model after which all 
the associations of the kind are organized, places 
its executive power in the hands of three 
committees, on rates, deviation, and gen- 
eral practices. The committee on rates 
receives and considers recommendations as 
to the rates for members, and makes suggestions 
for their change as may be deemed advisable. 
The duty of this committee on deviation ‘s to hear 
all cases of violation reported. and, if possible, to 
settle them amicably.\ If this cannot be done the 
matter must be referred to the general bureau for 
final settlement. The committee on general prac- 
tices has supervision of brokers and special agents. 
Six of these local associations have already been 
organized, and more ate contemplated in a num- 
ber of the large cities.
